CALL TO ORDER: Following due call and notice thereof, Auxiliary Mayor Robert Lemke called the
meeting to order at 6:00 p.m. in the Council Chambers of City Hall.

CONSENT AGENDA APPROVAL: Member Burns moved to approve the consent agenda. Member Vick

seconded the motion. All members present voted in favor of the motion, and the motion passed. The

CLERK-ADMINISTRATOR:
a. Updates:

i.  Franchise agreement with Mediacom Communications: Clerk-Administrator Swann reported
that the City had been negotiating a new franchise agreement with Mediacom Communications and was
close to finalizing a proposal for Council’s review.

il.  Street projects: Swann reported that the curb and gutter work on E. South St., S. Ramsey St.,
and N. Decorah St. was expected to start later in the week and that the paving work was scheduled to
begin the first week of August.

iii. Public works and zoning director: Swann reported that Casey Klug was scheduled to start on
July 20, 2017, pending successful completion of a drug and alcohol test.

iv. Houston County Historic Jail: Swann reported that he and Library Director Ashely Dress had
participated in a conference call with Houston County EDA Director Courtney Bergey and representatives
from the Collaborative Design Group and Economic Development Services, Inc. about possible uses for
the Houston County Historic Jail.

NEW BUSINESS:

a. Authorization to hire Michael Gerardy as consultant: Swann reported that Michael Gerardy was
willing to serve as a consultant for Public Works and zoning matters at a rate of $30/hr. plus prepaid
minutes for a cell phone. Gerardy would be serving as an independent contractor. Member Fisch moved to
hire Michael Gerardy as a consultant at an hourly rate of $30/hr. with the understanding that Gerardy
would be serving as an independent contractor and that the City would provide prepaid minutes for a cell
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phone. Member Vick seconded the motion. All members present voted in favor of the motion, and the
motion passed.

b. Consideration of quotes for heat exchanger for wastewater treatment plant: Council reviewed and
discussed the following quotes for a heat exchanger for the wastewater treatment facility: Gooch Thermal
($31,750), Alfa Laval ($24,000), and WesTech ($48,500). Member Burns moved to approve accepting
the quote from Alfa Laval in the amount of $24,000, contingent on Alfa Laval meeting the 12-14 week
delivery commitment; if Alfa Laval wasn’t able to meet the delivery commitment, the City would accept
the quote from Gooch Thermal in the amount of $31,750. Member Fisch seconded the motion. All
members present voted in favor of the motion, and the motion passed.

c. Overtime report: Members reviewed the overtime report for the pay period June 19-July 2, 2017.
No further action was taken by the Council.
